Frightful Mnrder at 
Nanaimo. 

i Man Shot, Slabbed> Cit aud Beaten 
to Dealb by a Jealous Husband 1 1 

George Bell ia a ooal mioar at Nanaimo 
in good oircDuataaoeB, married to an lodian 
woman, by wbooi ha baa a family. near 
neighbor ot bia waa another miner named 
Dataoa, a baebalor. Early on Friday motos 
iog laet Bell left hie wile in bad apparently 
aaleep, and went to tbe pit, intending to de- 
eoond. Upon arriving at the pit be fonnd 
tbat the eogioe waa slightly oat of order, and 
pending ita rannlog, be tetoroed to bis booaa 
and found that bia wife had left the prt;- 
miaa*. He walked Ofer to Dataoa's booae 
and, liatSDing at the window, diaoofwed bia 
wife in ooorarsation with Datson. Ha te- 
totned aod aent bia little girl to call bia wife, 
and npoo bor arrival be knocked her down 
aod baac her until she oonfaaaed that Dataon 
bad enticad her to bia bousa for an impro- 
per parpoao. On tbe tollowing day Boll 
told Dataon that he waa aware of his guilt 
andgtbat he wonld gite bin 24 hoora in 
whiob to leave town. If he remalDed 
bo wonld kill bim. Dataon immediately 
withdraw (rom the Vanooovar Oompany'a 
empluy end want to Departure Bay, 3} milts 
from Nanaimo, and engagad to work in tbe 
Welling ton mine. Go Topsday morning 
Bell made bia nill at Levi's itore, ptooared 
a oaaoo aod arming biffltelf with a doable- 
barrelled rifle, a revolvar and bowieknife, 
paddled off to Departure Bay, atandiog on 
the shore of which heonloitanatBly saw Dat- 
aon. Bell immediatoly tired the cifla at bim 
aod missed . Dataon ran. Boll fired 
ngaio and miaaed tbe aeoaod ebot 
1I« then leaped aabora with bia revolver 
and fired Qve ibote at tha flying man. One of 
tbe ahota appeara to have itraek him,at Bell 
fiaally overtook him and plunged tbe bowie- 
knife Into bia back, iofliotlog a frigbtfal gaah. 
DatBOQ fell and Bell threw himaelf upon bim 
and cut and hacked him with the bowie-knifB 
ia the face, head, neek and bodj, aud then 
beat the head nlmost to a j^Uy with the re- 
volver stock. Twenty ataba and cata ware found 
after death. Ue then walked baok to tba 
caaoe aod met Alport and Beck, who bad 
heard Bell'a thraataaad followed bim to De- 
parture Bay io a eaaoe. Thay aakad Bell 
where Dataon was, aappoaiog be bad eacaped. 
"Uome, and I'll ahow you," replied Bell, and 
he led them to tbe apot, where tbo dreadful 
eight completely anmaonad tbe two pursuers. 
Bell remaining apparently nnenncerntd. Tboj 
turnad the backed and bleeding form upoa 
its bauk. A groan was emitted and Bell aaid, 
"Hurry up and take bim back to town; you 
may save bim yet." But Dataon never breath- 
ed again. Uessra Alport and Btct arrested 
Bell and after demurring slightly ho con.sented 
to accompany them. With tbo murderer's 
aaiiatance tbe body waa placed in Bell'a canoe 
and the tbrae|m«o towed it behind tbe other 
canoe to Nanaimo — Bell eaaiatlng in paddling 
aud being quit* joonlar in bia manner. Tlic 
town of Nanaimo waa thrown into a atata of 
great vxcitemeutby tba arrival of tbe canoea 
and tba awful apecCncle of the dead man's 
body created a aenaaiion of horror. 

On Wedneaday an ioquett waa held over 
tbe body by Dr. Trevor and a verdict ol 
"wilful marder" landeredagainal Bell, who 
il oloialy eonfioad. It ia aaid that Bell 
raiiad bia wife Irom a child and married her 
eevpral years aga* He was devotedly at- 
taobad to her aod baa an inlerostiog family 
ol abildreo.
